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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1 and 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schofield et al (US 5,786,772). 

Schofield teaches an infrared laser detector, see 2, lines 64-66, for activating an 
automobile driver's side rear view mirror (12), which will record, digitally, the speed of an 
approaching automobile from the rear and display the speed on the face of the mirror, 
see Figure 6; 

And further, the mirror (12) will display a red light on the face of the mirror when 
the approaching automobile from the rear is deemed to be, by speed and number of 
seconds to overtake, a danger and a green light on the face of the mirror when the 
approaching automobile from the rear is deemed to be, by speed and number of 
seconds to overtake, a safe distance away, see Column 6, lines 45-55, and also, since 
it is well known in the art that a red light signals danger, and a green light signals 
favorable conditions. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by O'Farrell et al 
(US 6,956,302) 
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OTarrell teaches a rear view mirror (18) including a GPS receiver, see Column 
9, lines 12-21, which will locate the automobile approaching from the rear. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schofield 
et al (US 5,786,772). 

Schofield teaches the automobile driver's side rear view mirror (12), which will 
record, digitally, the speed and distance of an approaching automobile from the rear. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to provide the time in seconds for a vehicle approaching for the rear, since 
speed is a function of time and distance and in order to calculate speed, distance and 
time are known variables. Displaying either variable (time, distance or speed) would be 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
